Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen^ 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  records 
a substantial  increase  of  940.  The  new  figure  of  2J,210  is  the 
highest  yet  recorded  for  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

The  vital  statistics  show  a fall  in  the  birth  rate  and  a 
rise  in  the  death  rate  but  the  latter,  when  corrected  for  the  age  and 
sex  distribution  of  the  population,  compared  favourably  with  the  rate 
for  England  and  Y/ales. 

An  extensive  outbreak  of  measles  caused  a large  increase  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified.  In  the  substance 
of  this  report  mention  is  made  of  the  action  taken  when  a carrier  of 
typhoid  fever  was  found  to  be  working  in  a catering  establishment  in 
the  town. 

In  the  year  1964s  it  was  reported  that  the  number  of  animals 
killed  for  human  oonsum.ption  had  more  than  doubled,  but  in  the  year 
under  review,  the  number  v/as  almost  doubled  again.  The  total  of 
64,628  animals  killed  placed  a very  heavy  work  load  of  meat  inspection 
upon  your  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

In  November  a one  day  sessional  meeting  of  the  Royal  Society  • 
of  Health  was  held  at  Bury  St.  Edm.unds.  A paper  entitled  ’’Welfare 
Housing  Accommodation  for  the  Elderly  in  West  Suffolk”  was  presented 
by  Dr.  D.  A.  McCracken,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  Mr. 

E.  H.  Box,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  presented  a paper  entitled 
"The  Inspection  of  Poultry  and  Rabbits".  The  meeting  was  well  attended, 
the  Athenaeum  being  filled  with  delegates  from  m,any  parts  of  the  country. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  report  a further  improvement  in  the  rate 
of  clearance  of  sub- standard  houses,  96  of  which  were  demolished  during 
the  year. 

Another  outstanding  feature  of  1965  was  the  declaration  of 
the  first  housing  Improvement  Area  in  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

I should  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  all  the  members  of  my 
staff,  and  particularly  to  Mr.  E.  H.  Box  for  his  loyal  support  at  all 
times  and  for  his  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report. 

The  encouragement  I have  received  from  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  is  gratefully  acknowledged.

DEATHS:-  In  spite  of  the  application  of  a more  favourable  comparability 
factor  there  was  a rise  in  the  corrected  death  rate,  but  this  followed 
three  consecutive  years  when  reductions  in  the  death  rate  were  recorded. 
However,  the  figure  of  9.5  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  well  below 
that  for  England  and  Wales.  More  deaths  occurred  from  respiratory  disease, 
from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and  from  cancer.  Twelve  deaths 
[compared  with  ten  in  the  previous  year,  were  caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung, 
j Five  deaths  were  caused  by  accidents,  one  by  suicide  and  one  by  homicide.

infant  MORTALITY:-  The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  increased  from  8 in  the  previous  year  to  12  in  the  year  under  review 
and  in  consequence,  there  was  a sharp  increase  in  the  infant  mortality 
rate.  It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  this  rate  must  be  expected 
to  vary  widely  from  year  to  year  because  the  figure  is  based  upon  a 
relatively  small  number  of  births.  Six  of  the  infant  deaths  were  due  to 
congenital  malformations  and  three  to  prematurity.  Of  the  twelve  infant 
deaths,  eight  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Measles.  There  was  a widespread  outbreak  of  measles,  452  cases 
being  notified.  The  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year,  and  more  than  half  of  the  patients  were  children  of  pre- 
school age. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Four  cases  were  reported.  In  recent  years  this 
disease  has  been  mild  in  character. 

Food  Poisoning.  Three  cases  were  notified,  the  causative  organism 
in  each  case  being  Salmonella  typhi-murium.  Two  of  the  cases,  which 
were  unconnected,  occurred  in  other  districts  but  were  admitted  to 
hospital  in  Dury  St.  Edmunds  where  the  diagnosis  was  made.  In  the  third 
Case,  the  infection  was  believed  to  have  been  transmitted  indirectly 
from  contact  with  calves  which  were  known  to  be  infected  with  Salmonella 
typhi-murium. 

Poliomyelitis.  One  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  was  notified.  I 
The  patient  was  a young  man  who  had  received  three  injections  of  Salk  I 
type  poliomyelitis  vaccine  six  years  ago.  The  disease  was  so  mild  as  I 
to  pass  almost  unnoticed  and  months  elapsed  before  his  residual  muscular! 
weakness  in  one  leg  was  attributed  to  poliomyelitis.  I 
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Typhoid  Fever.  A known  carrier  of  typhoid  fever  was  found  to 
he  working  at  a catering  estahli shine nt  in  the  town,  and  bacteriological 
examination  confirmed  that  he  was  still  a carrier.  With  his  full  co- 
operation, it  was  possible  to  find  him  alternative  employment, 
unconnected  with  the  food  trade,  and  without  any  loss  of  salary.  The 
assistance  of  his  new  employers  was  very  greatly  appreciated. 


TUBERCULOSIS:-  Six  (5)  new  cases,  including  one  case  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  was  one  death  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.

WATER:-  60  water  samples  were  taken  from  business  and  private 
dwellings  during  the  year,  29  of  these  being  taken  from  one 
contaminated  well  before  the  chlorination  plant  was  installed. 
Subsequent  samples  from  these  premises  proved  satisfactory. 
Bacteriological  samples  of  the  Town's  water  supply  continued  to  be 
very  satisfactory. 

There  are  now  6 public  and  private  swimming  pools  within  the 
Borough.  5 samples  were  taken  from  the  Council's  and  other  pools 
during  the  year,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Borough  Surveyor:- 
Swimming  Pool. 

Attendances  at  the  swimming  pool  were  considerably  lower  than 
for  several  years  past,  and  it  can  be  assumed  that  this  was  attrib- 
utable to  the  rather  unattractive  weather  conditions.  During  the 
time  that  the  pool  was  open  to  the  public,  12,257  children  paid  for 
admission  during  1965  (21,611  in  1964;  15»605  in  1963;  12,263  in 
1962)  and  1,224  adults  (2,912  in  1964;  2,445  in  1963;  1,752  in 
1962).  As  usual  the  pool  was  hired  by  schools  and  other  organisations 
and  many  school  children,  in  addition  to  those  given  in  the  above 
figures,  attended  the  pool  for  tuition. 

Slipper  Baths. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  past  few  years  the 
number  of  times  the  slipper  baths  have  been  used  has  steadily 
decreased.  The  figures  are  1965  - 1,233;  1964  - l,7l8;  1963  - 

2,08l.  The  decreasing  use  of  the  slipper  baths  is  almost  certainly 
directly  caused  by  all  new  houses  being  provided  with  bathrooms, 
and  many  old  houses  being  converted  to  have  bathrooms,  often  by  way 
of  an  improvement  grant. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal . 

No  particular  changes  were  made  during  the  year,  both  trade 
and  domestic  refuse  being  collected  regularly  each  week.  All  refuse 
was  taken  to  West  Stow  for  disposal  by  controlled  tipping.  Due 
to  the  expanding  population,  the  amount  of  refuse  to  be  collected 
is  always  increasing  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  necessary 
to  obtain  an  additional  refuse  freighter  during  1966. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

All  sewage  from  the  Borough  has  continued  to  be  treated  at  j 

Pigeon  Lane  and  Pornham  Park,  and  the  quality  of  the  effluent, 
which  goes  to  the  River  Lark,  has  continued  to  be  satisfactory.  | 

New  Sewers « i 

The  provision  of  a sewerage  scheme  to  serve  the  southern 
area  of  the  Borough,  where  foul  drainage  in  the  past  has  been  to 
cesspools,  was  commenced  during  the  year,  and  it  is  expected  that 
it  will  be  completed  by  the  autumn  of  1966.  During  1965»  sewers 
were  laid  to  serve  the  Sicklesmere  Road  and  Nowton  Road  area,  and 
during  1966  sewers  to  serve  Hardwick  Lane,  Vinery  Road  and 
Horsecroft  Road  will  be  constructed.  When  the  scheme  is  complete, 
virtually  all  properties  in  the  Borough  will  have  a foul  sewer 
available,  and  only  an  insignificant  number  of  properties  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  town  will  still  be  dependent  on  cesspool  drainage. 
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INSPECTION  and  SUPERVISION  OF  POOD 


In  the  annual  report  for  1964,  it  was  stated  that  the  Council 
had  authorised  legal  proceedings  to  he  taken  against  the  owner  of  a 
restaurant  in  the  Borougho  These  proceedings  were  taken  early  this 
year  and  resulted  in  fines  totalling  £102  plus  costs,  for  infringe- 
ments of  the  Pood  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  I960.  Since  then, 
the  premises  have  changed  hands  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that 
there  has  been  a very  marked  improvement  in  their  condition. 

Due  to  the  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  staff 
shortages,  there  was  a sharp  decrease  in  the  number  of  food  premises 
inspected  during  the  year,  and  as  usually  happens  at  such  times, 
there  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  received 
regarding  these  premises.  All  these  complaints  were  investigated 
and  the  necessary  advice  was  given  to  prevent  any  recurrence. 

Pood  is  essential  for  life  but  unless  it  is  clean  it  can  be 
a danger.  Housewives  would  do  well  to  remember  that  contamination 
can  occur  not  only  in  the  shop  but  also  in  the  home.  It  is  not 
satisfactory  to  use  as  a larder  an  unventilated  cupboard  which  is 
often  next  to  the  fireplace.  The  cupboard  under  the  stairs  is  not 
good  enough  either  for  here,  uncovered  food  is  liable  to  be 
contaminated  with  dust  each  time  anyone  uses  the  stairs.  Only  too 
often,  housewives  have  to  do  all  their  food  preparation  and  cooking 
in  a small  badly  lit  kitchen,  lacking  proper  food  storage  facilities 
where  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  prepare  food  in  a hygienic  manner. 

It  was  a disappointment  that  the  new  Building  Regulations  of  1965 
did  not  lay  down  minimum  standards  of  space,  height  and  lighting  for 
kitchens  which  are  usually  the  workplace  of  the  house  and  where  the 
housewife  spends  so  many  hours.  Even  in  the  conversion  of  large 
houses  into  flats,  often  the  smallest  rooms  are  made  into  the 
kitchens  so  that  whilst  the  large  living  rooms  and  bedrooms  give  the 
appearance  of  luxury,  the  housewife  is  condemned  to  do  all  her  kitchen 
work  in  a cramped  space,  often  little  more  than  70  square  feet. 

A number  of  lectures  were  given  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors 
to  senior  pupils  who  were  in  their  last  year  at  school  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  this  practice  is  now  becoming  an  established 
part  of  the  year's  work. 

MILK;-  4 samples  of  raw  milk  were  sent  for  biological  examination. 

One  of  these  taken  from  a bulk  supply  was  found  to  be  infected  with 
Brucella  abortus  and  the  Authorities  concerned  were  notified.  The 
remainder  were  satisfactory. 

All  milk  sold  within  the  Borough  is  designated  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1963.  115  samples  of  pasteurised 

milk  from  Bury  St.  Edmunds  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Cambridge  by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures, 
of  the  West  Suffolk  County  Council  and,  in  order  to  avoid  duplication 
of  work,  copies  of  the  laboratory  reports  relating  to  these  samples 
were  sent  to  this  Department.  All  passed  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction 
Test . 


LIQUID  EGG;-  2 samples  of  liquid  egg,  which  had  been  pasteurised, 
were  taken  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  As  it  has  now  been 
ascertained  that  the  present  supplies  of  this  egg  are  all  sampled 
at  the  place  of  production,  in  future,  samples  will  not  be  taken 
unless  supplies  are  found  to  be  coming  from  a new  source. 

ICE  CREAM;-  62  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of 
ice  cream  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  • In  addition  to  22  (17) 
inspections  of  these  premises,  86  (87)  ice  cream  and  ice  lolly 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  73  of  these  were  classified  in 
grade  I,  6 were  in  grade  II  and  1 in  grade  III.  All  six  samples  of 
ice  lollies  were  satisfactory.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 2“  On  the  31st  March,  1965)  Messrs®  Harwell's  slaughter- 
house in  Eastgate  Street  was  closed  leaving  only  two  slaughterhouses 
within  the  Borough®  However,  the  British  Beef  Co®  slaughterhouse 
completed  it ” s first  full  year  of  slaughtering  and  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  was  far  in  excess  of  that  anticipated®  In  1964,  the  total 
number  of  animals  killed  was  37,922  and  in  the  year  under  review,  the 
figure  was  649628® 

In  addition  to  these  two  slaughterhouses,  a licence  has  been 
issued  to  a poultry  packing  station  for  the  slaughter  of  rabbits  only® 
These  premises  were  enlarged  in  size  during  the  year  and  the  kill  was 
also  on  the  increase® 

meat  INSPECTION2-  The  percentage  of  tuberculosis  found  in  cattle  and 
cows  was  again  extremely  small®  On  the  other  hand,  there  was  a 
significant  increase  in  the  number  of  cattle  found  to  be  infested  wit^h 
Cysticercus  bovis  - from  1®9%  to  2® 99^®  One  carcase  had  to  be 
condemned  for  a generalised  infestation  and  all  the  remainder  were 
treated  by  refrigeration  in  order  to  make  them  fit  for  human  consumption. 
There  was  a very  high  percentage  of  cows  found  to  have  a diseased  organ, 
but  many  of  these  animals  V'/ere  casualties®  The  same  applies  to  calves 
where  over  75?^  of  the  animals  received  at  the  slaughterhouses  were 
casualties,  however,  in  both  of  these  instances,  the  numbers  involved 
were  quite  small®
